PREVENTION OF DUST. 


Automobiles Make Problem Assume 
Urgent Form, 


In recent years perhaps the most 
important and certainly the most dit- 
ficult problem which has engaged the 
attention of highway engineers is the 
prevention of dust. Until the gen- 
eral introduction of motor vehicles 
dust was considered as neither more 
nor leas than a nuisence. The prob- 
lem has now, however, assumed a 
more sérious aspect. The existence 
ot our macadam. roads depends upon 
the retention of the rock dust form- 
ed by the wearing of. the surface. | 
Under ordinary traffic conditions this 
dust, remains on the road and con- 
solidates to form a fresh wearing | 
surface, But a heavy rubber-tired 
automobile moving at a high rate of 
speed produces a partial vacuum be- | 
hind each wheel which sucks up the 
dirt from the road surface) and 
throws it into the air to be carried 
off by the wind. This action soon 
atrips the macadam road of all fine | 
material, the result being that it 
soon disintegrates, |

given this subject the earliest and 
most thorough consideration, in- 
vestigations and experiments, have 
also been conducted in England, and 
to some extent in this country.

The Streams And Their Power. 


All of the rivera that will be inclad- 
ed in this harnessing plan are consid- 
ered strong compared with waters in 
other level sections of the Shore.

The Uhoptank, it ja estimated has á 
generating power which could be de- 
veloped with proper harness to 850 
horse power, and the Tackaboe to 200:

Jester Gray in twenty one years old 
and the son of a horse dealer at Mil. 
ton where Miss Bennett attends eohool. 
In company with W. W. Conwell, cash- 
jer of the Milton Bank, Gray went 
to Milford Wednesday to mest a drove 
of horses dne from Philadelphia. 

While there Gray was invited to a 
littla evening party at she home of a 
friend. Miss Bennett alio attended 
the party, and Gray escorted her home. 

Meanwhile Gillespie, who had the 
reputation of being hot - headed, and 
who had been paying attention to Miss 
Bennett, learned that Gray was at the 
party with the girl. According to 
several persons, Gillespie had been 
drinking. He first appeared at the 
Hotel Windsor, where bis anole lives, 
and tried to borrow a revolver. He 
was denied admittance to the pluos and 
went away, accompanied by Marmon 
Windsor and William Gray, two 
friends. . 


Killed At Single Stroke, 


Going to the home of Miss Bennett, 
the three youths waited for Jester 
Gray to leave the house, after seeing 
the girl hore. Totally. anconscions 
of aiy danger Gray bade Mies Bennett 
gotd-hight acd left. He dtew his 
pocket knife from bis pocket us be de 
sore ine. Prone: te eat aR she Opt. oF 
a cigar. 

As he reached the front gate he 
was atcosted by Gillespie, who de- 
wanded to know what he was doing iu 
the 3 met Gillespie then straok 
Gray, acoord to thé testimony of 
Gillespie’ 775710 yn threw up his 
arms to ward off. the blow and the 
open pocket knife penotrated Gilles- 
pie’s breast. Gillespie fell mortally 
wounded. 

Gray helped carry the wounded man 
to the nearest deotor, but Gillespie 
died before he reached the physician's 


Going to the Hotel Windsor, Gray 
gave himself up. He was kept ina 
room at the hotel all night. He grlev- 
od bitterly over the killing again and 
again repeated that he only meant to 
protect himself. ‘'Bob’’ Small, a 
special detective, took obarge of Gray 
and this morning arraigned him be. 
fore Magistrate Fisher, .who ordered 
him hela’ pending the arrival of Coro- 
ner Griffin, of Seaford. $ 

Little doubt is felt but that the 
Coroner’« jury will exonerate Gray. 
Windeor aud William Gray both admit 
thet Gillespie provoked the fight and 
atrack Gray first. 

Mrs. Gillespie, mother of the dead 
youth, says that she does not wish to 
prosecute Gray,

“Marriage is a civil institution, ea 
tablished by statute for the benefit of 
man, it is not a sacrament. There 
is nothing divine about it, but it is 4 
purely human institulon. Law has 
established it. Its rights and abuses 
are defined, not by the church, but by 
law. Having established marriage, 


the question is, Shall we perpetuate j- 


itr 

"I need not call witnesses nor give 
evidence of any kind to lead any of 
these here assembled to accept as fact 
the statement that much misery and 
anguish very often result from mar- 
riage. No part of this falls to the 
lot of the spinster or of che man who 
remains unmarried. Now, after a man 
decides tò marry, in the event: that 
he alterwards finds himself bound to 
a faithless woman, shall we not give 
bim à release, or shall we order him 
to remain the husband of the wom- 
an, the Ue of wedlock forever un- 
broken while they live? Shall we 
bind the good, whole hearted, faithful 
wife to the coarse, broken, drunken 
husband, or to the faith’ .ss husband, 
or not? 

“From the standpoint of the law- 
yer, and from my experience in law, 
I say, No we shall not so bind the 
man or the woman found to de in so 
unfortunate a position. Far better is 
it to give them separation, to free 
them once more, so that they may 
once more go on living a useful life. 
Otherwise, they will suffer, and so 
clety will suffer.” 

“To be sure, divorce may, in a 
sense, have an ill effect upon society. 
it would be better, of course, if all 
marfiages were ideal, but they are not. 
We Gnd these terrible conditions. The 
remedy may be a choice of two evils, 
but I say that in choosing divorce so- 
clety has chosen the lesser.

One old art, and one only, 4s stili 
kept up in something like Its original 
purity, the art of making fine baskets 
of cane—baskets whose fadeless 
colors are a joy to all lovers of In- 
dian handiwork. The Chitimacha are 
compelled nowadays to travel twenty 
or thirty miles to get thelr cane .or 
Laskets whose faceless colors are a 
joy to all lovers of indian handi- 
work, The Cnitimacha are com- 
pelea to travel twenty or thirty 
‘miles to get their cang for basket 
making. Once gatherec and brought 
home, it is carefully split and labori- 
Ously scraped until only the hard 
outer shell of the stalk is left, when 
it is féady for coloring and use. The 
black color seen in Chitimacha hask- 
ets is made with black walnut shells, 
which are boiled with the bundles of 
cane splints eight or ten days before 
the color Is sufficiently set. The yel- 
low is secured by soaking the cane 
splints eight days in time water 
made with burned shel.. of the fresh 
water mussel; the red: is produced 
by boiling the cane, already dyed 
yellow with lime, in a mash made of 
the roots of a wood called po-ash. 
the baskets are made in many 
shapes and sizes, many of them 
double — two complete baskets, 
one inside the other, united at the 
edges. Many patterns are used, to 
which are given such names as 
“worm,” “snake,” “alligator en- 
trails,” “perch,” “bear's earring,” 
“pbiackbird’s eye’ and “‘muscadine 
peeling.“ Blowguns, hand made pot- 
tery vessels and silver ornaments 
had been used within the memory of 
adil the older people, brt none could 
be found at the time of my visit.

The dusters, the name {fi India for 
every description of kitchen and 
pantry and stable towel, have to be 
doled owt every day or every two 
days, the soiled ones being counted 
and locked up till they are given to 
the dhobi (washerman), who must 
not bë allowed to keep the clothes 
of the household longer than is abso- 
lutely necessary or he will let them 
out to his friends for small sume— 
silk ‘handkerchiefs for feast days, 
atockings ahd woolen undergarments 
in the cold weather, so that Holes 
appear in unaccustomed places. 

' A khitmatgar (table servant) will 
be observed to wear a pair of cotton 
socks one day, silk ones the next, 
wodlen ones the next, not belong- 
ing to his master—detection would 
be too easy in that case—but hired 
trom some one élse'n-dhobt at a pice 

rthing) a pair. As the house 
sérvants of course never wear shoes 
indoors the stockings suffer consid- 
erably. 

The cook goos to the bazaar every 
morning to buy meat, fish; ghie (na- 
tive butter), vegetables—all the 
food in fact that cannot be stored, 
and bis book is brought for Inspec- 
tión every day or else expenses would 
increase in a surprising manner. He 
of course pockets a perdéntage oh 
all he spends, and sö long as it does 
not exceed an anna in the rupee, 6% 
per cent, no one objects. But it is 
only by long experience that one 
gets to know proper prices, and new- 
comers are woefully imposed upon, 
100 or 200 per cent, being often 
charged. — 

The cook arranges his 1 to 
suit the circumstances of his master, 
and as soon as promotion with in- 
creased pay comes up goes every- 
thing, so that a Colonel's beef or 
mutton costs more than a Major’s, 
a Major's than a Captain's, a Cap- 
tain's than a subaltern’s, though 
there may be no change at all in 
the style of living or 1 the number 
of the family, 

In the civil service the same thing 
happens, The pay of every post in 
the various services is published in 
the official lists, and the servants 
know to a halfpenny what their mas- 
ter gets. Some ladies try to do their 
own marketing, but things are al- 
ways much dearer for them than for 
the natives in the bazaar, so that 
there is no advantage in it, and it is, 
besides, extremely disagreeable, for 
the less one sees of the stalls there, 


particularly thé meat stalls, the bèt- 
ter.

tion To The School And Rs Need. 


The Governor of Maryland has des- 
ignated Friday, April 30th, 1900, as 
Arbor Day, aod suggests that it also 
be known as Patrons’ Organisation 
Day, in compliance with the Commis- 
sion on Country Life. 

County Superintendent Holloway 
has resoived from Dr. W. Bates Ste- 
phene, State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, a recommendation that 
sohoo| teachers and officers do all in 
their power to make the occasion mem- 
orable in directing publio attention to 
the school and ita needs. He says that 
patrons should turn out on that day 
and take steps toward. making the 
school a larger factor in the widespread 
movement to better rural conditions; 
indeed the school house should become 
the recognised center of savh activities. 

“If individual opinions, he oon- 
tinnes, are to be orystalized into de- 
finite judgments, we must bave orga- 
nized, bodies in the several communi- 
ties: The time is ripe to do some- 
thing whioh will bring about suoh an 
organization of the people into whose 
hands the control and sapport of our 
public schools have been placed. 

These organizations of parents and 
teachers can do untold good for the 
raising the general olvio tone of the 
community, and for the betterment of 
the schoo) and the teaching. By com- 
ing intò closer relations with one an- 
other and with the teacher, a better 
understanding of school limitations 
ahd school needs may be had, result 
ing in a wider and deeper sympathy, 


with all concerned in the work of ed- 
ucating the young. 

The movement has already been 
started in thia county, organizations 
already existing have been revived 
and strengthened, and new associa- 
tions formed. It is the intention of 
the echool authorities to continus the 
work until there shall exist in every 
community an actively interested body 
holding regular meetings and doing 
definite work in an effort to raise the 
standards of school instruction. 

It 19 desired also that on Arbor Day 
a vote of the pupils be taken as to 
their preference for a State flower.

Under the Shumaker Act six miles of 
road have been built as follows ; Quan- 
tioo Road, atone, three ‘miles, Jersey 
Road, shell, one and one-half milos, 
Athol Road, shell; one and-ono-half 
miles. The cost of the stone road was 
about $6500 to the mile while that of 
the sbell approximated- 4. 000—in 
round nambers something over $30,000 
were spent on these siz miles of road 
of which amount the Uounty paid 40 
per cent, In addition to these roads 
there have beon about 20 miles of road 
built on the plan of the County. pay- 
ing for the shells the property owners 
hauling and spreading same.

Feachblbesons Oreek, ‘in Talbot onn- 
vy, lo the-resort ot numerous, wealthy 
families whose palatial mansions line 
its shores, while other sections of the 
Peninsula are oequall/ favored by 
these ysiitors. 

By thus oniting their soolal inter- 
este with the Shore, theas families 
anon become more or less. attached to 
it and it is but a matter of course that 
they will spend both time and money 
in developing its resources. It 10 
also a well-known fact that North- 
ero persons of wealth are fond of tha 
luxuries. of life and that they will 
not balk at the spending of vast sums 
to acoomplish their desires, even 
though the Snasctal- -retera-might-be 
nearly nothing 

The MoOay Engineering Co., a con- 
corn largely backed by Northern cap- 
itul, has announced a trolley plan for 
the Delmarvia Poninsola and it is to 
bè hoped that great advantages. may 
result from it, if it is carried ont, 
hut if connection is to be made with 
the electric lines of upper Delaware, 
it ia to be expected that Baltimore 
will find but a modicum of incrensed 
trade pouring into her markets. Only 
Baltimore made scheme, backed by 
‘Baltimore and Eastern Shore- capital, 
can bring to the Monumental Oity the 
great volumes of Eastern Shore bosi- 
ness that she orayes as her natural 
due. 

It is likewise to be hoped that the 
acute business Intelligence of both 
Baltimore and the Eastern Shore will 
be vo alert and, wide-awake that. no 
sand may obscure their. vision while 
the relentless hand of progress spreads 
outward. to develop aud control the 
balk, of the Delmervia Peninauia’s’ 
growing trade. 

The Publicity Oampaign has stirred 
the alamberjng interesta to a compre- 
hension af what ia. needed on the 
Shore, It would be a fatal mistake 
were this scoomplishment permitted 
to go astray and resalg in the de- 
feat of what it ahoald be able to ob- 
tain for the booming ot the Shore and 
Ita natural clearing house across the 
OChesapuake, 

When the tinal plans for the electri- 
fication of the Peninsula are com. 
pleted, however, it must be borne in 
mind that no scheme, whatever 60 
feasibility aud cost may be, will prote 
a payicg investmen’ and result in 
material development, unless the plan 
as put in operation embraces and locke 
do the welfare of the entire Eastern 
Shore.

uniform for visits to foreign warships 
in foreign waters, but they may wear 
the marine full dress of their own 
service if they visit foreign ships in 
ports of their realm. 

When they are received abroad on 
dry land, they usually put on an army 
uniform of the country they are visi- 
ting: All the leading sovereigns hold 
honorary colonelcies of ulstoric regi- 
ments in each other's services. 

Only the President of Frenen Repub- 
Me escapes the uniform obligation. 
Like American Ambassadors, his cos- 
tumse of state is plain evening clothes 
with tall hat and white loves. He 
adds to it, however, the tricolor scarf 
across one shoulder, which ts a gen- 
eral badge of official position in France 
and the grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor. 

For this he is said to have an abso 
Inte abborrence, because with it it ts 
impossible to conceal the lame; shriy- 
elled left arm with which he has been 
aMicted since his birth. Wearing a 
unlform he can rest the htipless hand 
on his sword hilt and the mutilatlon 
Js unnoticeable, But the arm is not 
le ng enough for him to put the hand 
in his trousers pocket when he wears 
civillan’s dress. 

There are occasiona, however, when 
he wears a frock coat. The story is 
told of a visit to Dugland in which he 
kept the officers who recelyed him 
ghessing by his lightning changes. 

They spotted him by telescope on 
the bridge of the royal yacht, Hohen- 
vollern attired as a General in the 
German army, 80, when tney saw an 
Bnglish Admiral step ashore, they all 
but missed bestowing the proper hob- 
ors on him. After they boarded the 
train for London they were invited to 
a reception in his private car, and 
found him in the uniform of the First 
Dragoons, his own regiment: Later 
they were amazed when he stepped 
on the platform in London in black 
frock coat and dark stuf? trousers 
with tall hat and pearl gray gloves. 

In Berlin he ia indefatigable in 
changes of dress to suit all occasions. 
When he receives an y officer he 
puts on the uniform of his corps.

Bince the beginning of the postal 
system there hæ: been a place in its 
heart for the post boy. It was the 
post boy of our grandmothers and 
grandfathers who delivered the mail 
at all times of the year, and whose 
picture adorned the early issues of 
stamps. Through softness of heart 
the Government at Washington al- 
lowed his figuré to be kept on the 
special delivery stamps, but now he 
has to go. The early stamps pictured 


“him ‘riding at breakneck speed on a 


horse, the later ones put him on a 


_Tallroad train or mall cart, then he 


ran on foot for a while, and then he 
was given a bicycle. 

When it came time for the new 
atamps the officials were confronted 
with the problem of a boyless mall 
service. All the post office clerks 
are men more than twenty-one years 
old, and even tho substitutes who stay 
in the office during the summer have 
to pass civil service examinations. 
The boy has no place In the modern 
post office, although his elimination 
has bedn completed only within the 
last few years. 

The new style stamp is much dif. 
ferent from the old. It is much more 
conspicuous, being green in color, 
with glaring edges that catch the 
eye. Since the order waè issued in 
Washington doling away with the 
necessity of purchasing special deliv- 
ery stamps there has been a total 
falling off of about 2,000,000 special 
delivery stamps. It is advised by of- 
ficlals at the officé that special deliv. 
ery stamps be used ag letters Instead 
of using the ordinary ones, as they 
quickly catch the eye of the men hand- 
ling them and are sure of being reù 
ognized. 


A CYCLONE FREAK, 
Surprising Trick Played by a Twister 
In Nebraska. 

New York City.—On June 4 last the 
inhabitants of Buffalo county, Ne 
draska, and particularly of the town 
of Kearney, were besleged by no less 
than seven tornadoes.

the curious effecta produced by one 
of these, and for the following briet 
information, says Scientific American. 

That. a number of houses should 
have been wholly and in part destroy- 
ed is naturally to be expected of any 
cyclone that is at all violent. But 
that it should pick up a caster from 
a table, twist off the handle and drive 
the spindle through the branch of a 
walnut tree ls surely no common oc 
currence, Mr. Bricker assures us that 
before the storm the caster found a 
place on the table of Mr. G. F. Franks, 
that it was intact with the bottles in 
their intended positions; yet after the 
tornado the base was found in a wal- 
nut tree limb, exactly as it is shown 
in the accompanying photograph. The 
wind had unscrewed the and tak- 
en off the turntable. One of the bot 
ties was found with twigs densely 
packed into {ts neck, without a leaf 
stripped. The bottle, however, was 
broken. 


Tent Stovepipe Opening. 

If a stove is used in a tent there 
must be an opering for the stove pipe, 
and this should be lined with some- 
thing which will not burn. An ordi 
nary piece of tin sewéd Into a hole 
in the roof answers every purpose, 
except that on a windy day it is very 
noisy. For my last camping trip 1 
made ap arrangement which proved 
satisfactory. It can be duplicated as 
follows: First get the material, a 
‘plese of ine 12x14 inches, a piéce of 
asbestos cord two fet long, and a pair 
ot leather shoo laces. 
of the sinc cut an oval opening. 4 1-2 
zê tuches; and around it one-half inch 
from Se and three-fourths of an lunch 

apart, punch a row of holes large 
enough to admit the asbestos cord. 
Next lace the cord through a hole 
over the edge ot the sinc and through 
the next, and 30 on all the way 
around. This brings the cord againat 
the pipe, making it nolseleas, and be- 
ing of asbestos, it will not burn. Now 
sew the sinc to the tent with the 
Leather aboe laces, having the ca: vas 
over the sinc at the upper side aud 
underneath the reat of the way. This 
makes it waterti«ht——Wm. D. White
